On May 9, 1994 Health Minister Ruth 
Grier announced the funding for an 
environmental illness research and 
clinical program. The Ministry of Health, 
University of Toronto, and Women’s 
College Hospital are partners in the clinic 
which will be located at Women’s College 
Hospital in Toronto. 

A number of physicians in Ontario have 
expressed concerns that the area of 
environmental sensitivity has not received 
sufficient research attention. The new 
clinic will address these concerns by 
focusing its research on the definition of
